British Press Association 
Informed There Is No 
Truth in Report—Berlin 
Says British Fleet Is 
Cleared From North. 


BERLIN, Nov. 28 (AP).—The 
German high command announced 


today that a British heavy cruiser 


had been torpedoed and destroyed“ 
in the North Sea east of the Shet- 
land Islands by the same subma- 
rine commander whose sinking of 
the battleship Royal Oak Oct. 14 
made him a German national hero. 

A communique said the British 
vessel was of the London class— 
32-knot ships of nearly 10,000 tons. 
It named Lieutenant-Captain Guen- 
ther Prien, 31-year-old U-boat com- 
mander who slipped into Scapa 

ow past British mine fields and 
obstructions to sink the Royal Oak, 
as skipper of the submarine which 
torpedoed the cruiser. 

The high command communique 
said: 

“A British heavy cruiser of the 
London class was torpedoed and 
destroyed east of the Shetland Is- 
lands by Lieutenant-Captain Prien, 
voctor of Scapa Flow.” 

The London, one of four sister 
ships, displaces 9850 tons, carries 
eight eight-inch guns and has a 
normal complement of 650 men. 

Prien Got Highest Order. 

Prien was decorated by Adolf 
Hitler Oct. 18 with the grand cross 
of the iron cross, Germany’s high- 
est war order, for the sinking of

the Royal Oak, in which 810 British 
lives were lost. 

J. Prien told how he maneuvered 
his submarine into Britain's Scapa 
Flow naval base on the surface 
early on Oct. 14 and spotted the 
silhouette of anchored warships by 
the aid of the northern lights. 

A torpedo into the heart of the 
Royal Oak sent it quickly to the 
bottom, Prien said, asserting that 
he also scored a hit on the battle 
cruiser Repulse which was anchored 
near by. The British denied the Re- 


pulse was hit, however. 

Prien said he wriggled his sub- 
marine back through the Scapa 
Flow defenses to escape without de- 
tection except by a lone motorist 
hear the naval base. 

(The sinking of the 2483-ton Brit- 
lsh steamer Uskmouth, with the loss 
of three lives, was reported in Lon- 
don today.) 

German military experts said 
today the British fleet now has

Street lights down- 
town were turned on shortly before 
9 o’clock, being needed for more 
than an hour.

POWER PLANT TO USt 
SMOKE ELIMINATORS 


Union Electric to Spend $160,- 
000 for Devices at Ashley 
Street Station... 


Two large boilers, equipped with 
smoke eliminating mechanism, will 
be installed at the Ashley street 
power plant, the Union Electric Co. 
announced today. The new equip- 
ment will provide most of the 
power at the plant and will “re- 
move as completely as possible any 
smoke nuisance.” Installation is 
expected to be completed by next 
September. 

The new boilers will replace some 
older ones, and remaining old boil- 
ers likely will not be used except 
when the power demand is at its 
peak. Installation also will in- 
crease the steam and generating 
capacity of the plant. 

Cost of the new equipment is es- 
timated’ at $1,400,000, including 
$160,000 for the smoke eliminating 
devices, 


Engineering Council to Consider

Unless an outlet is found 
to use the gas which is a by-prod- 
uct of the treatment of the coal 
to render it smokeless, the subsidy 
required probably would be beyond 
reason. 

“Just how that can be accom- 
plished I am not prepared to say, 
but I believe it could be worked 
out. 

“Whatever the solution is, it must 
not divorce St. Louis from its $40,- 
000,000 annual business with the 
coal-producing region of Illinois: I 
believe that a practical plan can 
be found which will eliminate the 
smoke and which will not destroy 
the St. Louis market for the Illinois 
coal. 

“I am not proposing any plan. 
I believe it is a matter for experts, 
and experts of the highest standing. 
Whenever there is a definite plan 
presented by experts, I have no 
doubt that it will receive the ap- 
proval of the citizens of St. Louis, 
even to the extent of voting bonds 
if necessary to put it into efect:

Admiralty communique read: 

“The armed merchant cruiser 
Rawalpindi, manned by merchant 
seamen, reservists and pensioners 
of the Royal Navy and by men of 
the R. N. R. and R. N. V. R., was 
forming a part of the Northern pa- 
trol, by which the contraband con- 
trol of German trade is in force. 
This duty is particularly arduous, 
on account of the long dark nights 
and severe cold, and requires for 
its performance large vessels of 
good sea keeping qualities capa- 
ble of enduring the frequent 
storms. 

Deutschland Sighted. 

“At 3:30 p. m. on the afternoon of 
Thursday, Nov. 23, when cruising 
to the southeast coast of Iceland, 
she sighted an enemy ship. Capt. 
Kennedy, having examined this ves- 
sel through his glasses, said: ‘It’s 
the Deutschland, all right,’ and the 
crew were immediately ordered to 
action stations. 

“The course was altered to bring 
the enemy on the starboard mar- 
ter. Smoke floats were lit and Cast 
into the water to enable the Rawab 
pindi to escape.

CLEVELAND, Nov. 28 (AP).— 
Two city relief offices were locked 
today and applicants admitted only 
a few at a time, to avert the gath- 
ering of crowds demanding food. 

One man was arrested, but re- 
leased on a waiver as a crowd 
milled about a distribution office, 
hopeful of receiving food orders. 
Police squads at the station were 
augmented. 

The city, announcing a shortage 
of $700,000 in relief funds for this 
year, has cut off all orders except in 
the gravest cases. 

Mayor Harold H. Burton said he 
was ready, if necessary, to “de- 
stroy” regular services of the city 
to feed the hungry. A group of 
the jobless had threatened to ob- 
tain food “on our own authority.” 

“Relief comes ahead of every ob- 
ligation,” Burton told 1000 shout- 
ing jobless last night as they 
stormed City Hall to demand that 
the city take immediate steps to re- 
store curtailed relief. 

Answering their threat “to feed 
ourselves,” Burton retorted sharp- 
ly: 

“That is anarchy. That must not 


be permitted in America and will 
not be permitted in Cleveland. We 


have been meeting this relief situa- 
tion, and we will meet it.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 28 (AP).—For lack of a chairman to cast the 
deciding vote, the seventh Associated Press football ranking poll of 
the season today found Texas A. and M. and Southern California tied 
for first place with 939 points each. 


It was the first deadlock in the 
four-year history of this gauge of 
national gridiron strength, and was 
a tribute to the avalanche-like style 
in which the Trojan machine has 
gained momentum from week to 
week since its opening game tie 
with Oregon. 
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The Aggies, who need to beat 
Texas Thursday to finish their 
campaign with a clean siate, 
climbed into the lead last week. 
But Southern Cal, which impressed 
a notable gathering with its power 
and versatility in whipping Notre 
Dame, had to overtake Tennessee 
and Cornell to gain its half-share 
in the front-running position. 


Of the 111 ballots cast, third- 
place Cornell won a plurality of 34. 
But the Ithacans, two-year cham- 
pions of the Ivy League and boast- 
ing their first all-winning eleven 
in 16 years, lacked the all round 
support of the twin pace-setters. 
The Aggies, in addition to 27 first- 
place votes, received 37 for second 
and 24 for third. The Trojans, 
just two games away from winning 
the Western Rose Bowl nomina- 
tion, polled 25 firsts, 33 seconds 
and 26 thirds. 

Tennessee, which at one time 
held first place for four straight 
weeks, was passed by Cornell as 
well as Southern Cal. Cornell to- 
taled 909 points, only 30 short of 
the leaders, to the Vols’ 871, while 
unbeaten, once-tied Tulane con- 
tinued in fifth place with 670 
points. 


Behind these first five Duquesne, : 


unbeaten and untied, came back 
into the first 10 to sixth place; 
once-beaten Duke, Missouri and 
Holy Cross advanced te seventh, 
eighth and tenth, respectively, and 
Iowa, which rivaled Cornell as the 
surprise team of the year, held the 
ninth position it had won last 
week.

Youth No Longer 
Believes Ability 
Offers Assurance 
of Success. 


By DOROTHY THOMPSON 


HAVE been haunted by a little 
| item that appeared several days 

ago regarding a poll taken by 
the T. M. C. A. among young peo- 
ple in the City of New York. The 
I. X. C. A. polled representative 


cross sections of employed and un- 


employed youth regarding their be- 
lief in opportunity, and found that 
80 per cent believe that ability no 
longer offers assurance of success 
in America, 

Sixty-five per cent thought that 
what was most needed was expert 
advice on how to get and choose 


gjob. Others wanted more school, 


college, or Government-made 
jobs. The ages polled were 15 to 
34. They came from various re- 
hgious and racial groups and were 
members of both sexes. 

There is no doubt that various 
social and economic factors con- 
tribute, in this fourth decade of 
the twentieth century, to making 
lite more difficult than usual for 
old and young alike. 

But the existence of a widespread 
belief that ability is nowhere re- 
warded raises questions that qannot 
be answered by unemployment fig- 
ures. It raises questions about our 
whole system of education, about 
the preparation which young peo- 
ple are getting at home and in 
school, not for jobs, but for life. 

I cannot avoid the conviction that 
a large part of the trouble arises 
from the degradation of standards, 
from the lack of self-discipline, 
from the decline of any personal 
philosophy and from an inner ster- 
ility and depression that cannot be 
wholly attributed to economic con- 
ditions—that may, on the contrary, 
be one cause of economic candi- 
tions. 


or 


In the same poll, 80 per cent con- 
fessed that they were less guided 
by religion than their parents. That 
65 per cent also confessed that they 
needed more guidance suggests that 
they are fully aware of some lack 
in themselves. Because it is char- 
acteristic of healthy youth to be 
headstrong rather than docile, to 
revolt against guidance rather than 
to seek it—provided they have ever 
had any to revolt from! 

One may ask: If they have not 
been guided by religion, by what 
have they been guided? And the 
answer is, apparently, by something 
too vague and quite inadequate. 

The religious training which was 
characteristic of the average Ameri- 
can home a generation ago per- 
formed one very mundane func- 
tion: It set standards. They were 
usually pretty black-and-white 
standards, of right and wrong, good 
and evil. 

These standards were usually 
challenged by youth itself during 
adolescence. They were reviewe4 
in the light of experience afterward, 
and usually modified. But one thing 
was characteristic of this training. 
It urged upon the young, from 
earliest childhood, the concept that 
life nad meaning, that life was a 
gift of God and that every one of 
God's creatures had the duty of 
perfecting himself in the image 
of some standard. 

This was a duty that one had to 
one's self and to God, and it was 
necessary to fulfill it regardless of 
whether the effort was ever at- 
tended by “success,” in the worldly 
tense. It was the path by which one 
achieved, not success, but happiness 
and the respect of one's fellows.

Accompanying this religious sense 
of super-worldly values was a re 
spect for work as the most creative 
of human activities. “Anything 
worth doing at all is worth doing 
well” was a saw handed out as an 
axiom, whether it was applied to 
drying the dishes properly, collect 
ing the eggs in the chicken house, 
dusting the room or finishing an 
algebra lesson. 

There was something indecent 
about not performing even the 
most boring task as well as it could 
be done. There was something 
pleasurable—to the ego, perhaps— 
about doing things as well as could 


be done. To do a thing extremely | 


Well was to attain success, first of 
tll in one’s own eyes. Success lay 
initially, in the performance, not in 
the remuneration. One thought of 
doing something before one though: 
of selling something. 

That was before the emergence of 
the contemptible philosophy tha 
hothing is of value except as it is 
rewarded or applauded. That was 
before “How to Win Friends and 
Influence People” was considered a 
Fuide to life! The guide to life 
was the Ten Commandments; the 
Picture of a good man—and a suc- 
cessful one—was Jesus of Nazareth. 
As I recall it, the heroes of the 
religiously trained were usually 
Peope who failed in a worldly sense, 
but who had had “good” lives. 
Although dulled by the glittering 
careers pictures in the rising suc- 
tess magazines, an ineffaceable per- 
ception was created in the young 
that the real heroes were those who

Gandhi's Followers Begin Drive 


For Constituent Assembly in India 


Expected to Capitalize on Chamberlain’s 
Phrase on “Unfettered Right” of European 


Nations to Determine 


Form of Government.

berlain’s war aims speech prom- 
ising each European country the 
“unfettered right to choose its own 
form of internal government,” the 
working committee of Mohandas 
K. Gandhi’s powerful all-India Con- 
gress has adopted a resolution 
charging the British with denying 
self-government to India and de- 
manding the convocation of a con- 
stituent assembly as the “only dem- 
ocratic method of determining the 
constitution of a free country.” 
The Indian Nationalists’ meeting 
which has been in session in Alla- 
habad for a full week, is one of the 
most important in the modern his- 
tory of India. Its resolution de- 
clares that the committee considers 
“the attempt to avoid a declaration 
of war aims and India’s freedom, 
under shelter of irrelevant issues, 
as a desire on the part of the Brit- 
ish Government to maintain im- 
perialist domination in India in al- 
liance with reactionary elements.” 
It insists that the all-India Con- 
gress “in no event can accept re- 
sponsibility for the Government, 
even for a transitional period, with- 
out real power being given to pop- 
ular representatives.” 
Capitalizing on Phrase. 

The Indian Nationalists’ histor- 
ical decision was taken on the eve 
of the Sunday broadcast in which 
Chamberlain placed Britain on rec- 
ord as championing self-determina- 
tion for European peoples after the 
present war is won. The question 
now appears to be raised as to how 
the British Government will be able 
to reconcile this pronouncement 
with refusal or reluctance to grant 
dominion status or independence 
to India. Also, it seems certain 


that the Indian Nationalists will 
capitalize to the limit the Prime 
Minister’s phrase about the “un- 
fettered right” of European nations 
to determine their own internal 
form of government, 

The text of the working commit- 
tee’s resolution, which is just avail- 
able here, states that a constituent 
assembly for India must be elect- 
ed on the basis of adult suffrage 
and the rights of minorities pro- 
tected. It maintains that these mi- 
norities, whatever their internal 
differences, do not oppose “India’s 
right to independence.” It states 
that Congress’ support of non-co- 
operation with the British policy 
and Great Britain’s war efforts 
“must continue unless Britain re- 
vises her policy.” 


Campaign for an Assembly. 


The Indian Nationalists express 
willingness to explore the possibili- 
ties of a settlement, but upon these 
fixed conditions and while non-vio- 
lently resisting all threats to In- 
dia’s freedom. It is significant 
that the resolution concludes by 
predicting a campaign to enlist the 
Indian masses in a drive for a con- 
stituent assembly “which is the 
crux of the future program of the 
Congress.” 

The Manchester Guardian today 
publishes an article by Edward 
Thompson, English authority just 
returned from India, in which he 
declares, “Civil disobedience is 
bound to come with fierce despair 
and resentment sustaining it. In 
the American revolution we had a 
strong case, but because taxation 
without representation is tyranny, 
history and our after-judgment have 
condemned us. India has reached 
the Lexington stage. ‘If there is 
to be a war, let it begin here!’ The 
break has come over the right of 
one nation to commit another to 
war wihout bothering to consult 
its wishes and interests.” 


GEN, JOHNSON 


Assails British Ef- 
forts. to Control 
Shipping as “Arbi- 

. trary Audacity.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28. 
O nation ever made as great a 
sacrifice of international rights 
as have we. We got off the 
ocean to avoid having to vindicate 
our rights at sea. 
Did we do that altogether be- 
cause we didn’t want the Germans 
raising a cause of war by sinking 
our ships in submarine warfare? 
Partly, but it must be repeated that, 
up to our severance of diplomatic 
relations with Germany in the 
World War, only one American ship 
had been attacked by submarines— 
and she was traveling in a British 
convoy. She was the tanker Gul- 
flight and she is still in service. 
A principal reason for recent 
American abandonment of rights 
was to avoid arguments with En- 
gland. It was a handsome gesture. 
The lifting of the arms embargo is 
proving to be even more handsome. 
It is going eventually to give the 
Allies supremacy in the air as our 
science, production and ingenuity 
begin to provide more and better 
warplanes than the Germans can 
produce. 


An Indirect Blockade. 


But all this was apparently not 
enough to satisfy our British cous- 
ins. They have an undoubted right 
to stop one of our ships anywhere 
on the seven seas, to visit and 
search her and, if she carries con- 
traband, to seize her. But they 
have no right to seize American 
ships, convoy them to her ports, 
rifle and censor the United States 
mails and delay voyages until they 
become unprofitable. 

Neither has she any right to de- 
mand as an alternative to this abuse 
of our rights, that American ships 
submit to her agents schedules of 
their sailings and manifestos of 
their cargoes. What that 
amounts to is an indirect blockade 
of our ports under threat of grossly 
unlawful action if we do not accede. 
In plainer words, what it amounts 
to is a racket—with every aspect of 
an Al Capone “protective” society. 
A new question that requires our 
attention is the British threat by 
“orders in council“ to seize on the 
high seas goods of German origin; 
regardless of ownership, as an act 
of “reprisal” against German sink- 
ings by submarines or mines. 
Orders in Council. 

These British “orders in coun- 
cil” regulating the commerce of 
the world and riding roughshod 
over neutral rights are acts of su- 
premely arbitrary audacity. We 
fought England in protest of them 
once, There is no precedent in 
international law for seizing enemy 
exports, possibly of neutral owner- 
ship. That isn’t reprisal against an 
enemy. That is reprisal against 


we have been— friends“ to the very 
limit of the letter of the iaw— with 
little regard for its spiz't. It is a 
kind of disguised piracy to which 
other presumable neutrals have ob- 
jected—but which we have swal- 
lowed without a word. Can it be 
supposed that England would ever 
have dared that kind of gross af- 
front without assurance that we 
would not protest? Have we a new 
Walter Hines page at the Court of 
St. James and a new Lansing in 
Washington? Isn’t this the road 
to war? 

There is no question here of how 
many of our goods are involved. It

And, indeed, most of them have 
not been. The truth is that they 
are incapable of clipping newspa- 
pers and organizing files, because 
they have not been trained to any 
orderly precision about anything 
they do.

British Army 
Seeks Control of 
Its Air Force

LONDON. Nov. 28. 

HREE months of war have per- 
mitted the British Government 
and service departments to es- 
timate the potentialities of all de- 
fense arms and to get a clear- 
er picture of where added 
strength or changed emphasis 
is needed. As a result, demands 
have arisen from the army for the 
complete control of its own air 
force as the navy has of its fleet 
air arm. Under the present system 
the entire air force is a separate 
force with its bomber command, 
its fighter command and its army 
co-operation units, with only a 
relatively small sea air arm under 
the Admiralty. 


It was only after the longest con- 
troversy that the navy succeeded in 
getting control of the naval air 
force and the change over was ef- 
fected in July of this year. The 
Government, at the moment, is de- 
bating the feasibility of handing 
over the major part of its air force 
to the army for co-operation on the 
basis that the German air force 
gave decisive assistance to the Ger- 
man army in the Polish campaign. 
As might be supposed, the Air Min- 
istry is fighting this attempt of 
the army to take over. 


The whole problem turns on the 
question, “how can Britain win this 
war?” It is becoming clearer daily 
that a stalemate on land may be 
expected unless new fronts are 
opened up by German invasion 
of the low countries, in which case 
the army and the air force, co- 
operating, would play equally im- 
portant roles. It seems apparent 
that naval warfare is not going to 
be the decisive factor, for the re-

Possibility of 10 German Armed Ships 


Navy Gives London Concern. 


Defiance of ‘British 


By T. R. YBARRA 

AVAL circles in London an- 
Nane that a number of Ger- 

man steamships, some of them 
hitherto unreported as being at 
large, have sneaked out of South 
American and other ports, and are 
roaming the seas in defiance of the 
British navy. . 

The presence of such raiders on 
the sea, taken in conjunction with 
that of Germany's pocket battle- 
ships, the ‘Admiral Scheer and 
Deutschland, already known to be 
at large, would mean that the Nazis 
are operating with no mean fleet 
against British, French and neutral 
shipping. 

Already there have been reports 
concerning four German ships 
which slipped away from neutral 
ports, either to become raiders or 
merely in the hope of dodging their 
way back to Germany. There were 
the Cap Norte, Emmy Friedrich, 
Uhenfels and Woermann. All were 
scuttled by their crews to avoid cap- 
ture, 

There also has been news of the 
9500-ton Watussi, which got away 
from Portuguese East Africa last 
week, and of the 16,600-ton liner 
Windhuk, which crept out of the 
African port of Lobito. 

In addition to these, London now 
announces that the following Ger- 
man ships (some, so far as I know, 
not mentioned before in newspaper 
dispatches) are also on the ocean; 
Dresden, 5567 tons, from, Valpa- 
raiso, Chile; Togo, 5042 tons, from 
Boma, Belgian Congo; Havelland, 
6334 tons, from Talcahuano, Chile; 
Tacoma, 8268 tons, also from Tal- 
cahuano; another vessel, from Car- 
men, Mexico. 

Assuming these ships still to be 
at large, and assuming also that 
they are all raiders, which is by 
no means unlikely, they add up, 
with the two pocket battleships and 
the Windhuk and Watussi, to a total 
of 10. 


Record of Kronprinz Wilhelm. 


Some idea of what such a fleet 
could accomplish, in the way of 
sinking hostile and neutral shipping, 
may be gained by a glance at the 
record achieved in the World War 
by the Kronprinz Wilhelm. 


That ship, whose career has be- 
come classic in the annals of ocean 
raiding, managed to put out from 
New York just before war was de- 
clared. For 251 days—more than 
eight months—she roamed the seven 
seas, capturing 16 vessels. When- 
ever her stock of supplies ran low, 
she replenished it from one of her 
prizes. Finally, in April, 1915, she 
entered the port of Norfolk, Va., 
so weighted down with barnacles 
and seaweed that she could scarcely 
crawl along, and was promptly in- 
terned. She had steamed a dis- 
tance of 37,000 sea miles. 

If we assume that, in addition to 
the Admiral Scheer and the 
Deutschland, all the rest of the eight 
German vessels enumerated above 
are operating as raiders, and that 
the 10 of them as raiders, and that 
long as did the Kronprinz and take 
an equal number of prizes—they 
would eventually account for 160 
Allied and neutral vessels. 

But such an assumption is un- 
justifiable, since it ignores several 
important factors. First, all those 
10 German ships may not be raid- 
ers. Second, there is no reason for 
supposing that all of them can stay 
at sea as long as did the Kron- 
prinz. Third, only the most amaz- 
ing luck would allow all of them 
to bag as many prizes as the latter 
did. 


Estimate of Possible Sinkings. 


Therefore, suppose we consider as 
raiders only six of the 10, just over 
one-half the total—and suppose 
also we cut in half, in the case of 
the six, the duration of their cruis- 
ing and the number of their victims, 
as compared with the Kronprinz's 
record. That would mean that the 
six, in 125 days, would sink 48 ves- 
sels, or 0.384 per day. 

At this writing, the Germans, ac- 
cording to published reports, have 
sunk 144 vessels in 84 days of war- 
fare. If we add to this, however, 
the supposed total which the above- 
mentioned raiders could sink in 84 
days, it would be necessary to raise 
the published figure of sinkings by 
a further 32 vessels, making a grand 
total of 176 ships sunk—that is,

The time is fast approaching when the mandate 
of the sovereign voters of Missouri to make old-age 
assistance available to an additional 20,000 or 26,000 
citizens must be obeyed. The age of eligibility is 
reduced from 70 to 65 years beginning Jan 1, but 
little has been done to make room for the new con- 
tingent by ousting the cheaters and chiselers among 
those already drawing pensions. 

There is evidence that the State Social Security 
Commission has a different plan. George Haworth, 
State Social Security Administrator, has recently 
given statements which indicate that the commission 
does not plan to purge its rolls at all, but to go quiet- 
ly about paving the way for the Legislature to pro- 
vide for the new pension recruits by increasing taxes 
—which doubtless would mean raising the sales tax. 

It is possible that the people of Missouri would 
meekly accept a hike in the sales tax. On the other 
hand, it is possible that they would promptly invoke 
the referendum and wipe it off the books. 

If the old-age pension rolls are re-examined in 
the light of accepted standards of social work, enough 
of the existing pensioners can be removed to make 


50 per cent of the people now old enough to be eli- 
gible to pensions have been admitted to the rolls. In 
many counties, where politics has been utterly unre- 
strained, between 65 and 85 per cent of persons of 
eligible age are drawing pensions. 

In St. Louis, where trained social workers have 
been in charge, the number of pensioners is only 24 
per cent of those of eligible age—less than half the 
average for the State. In the State of New York, 
where the system has been administered by social 
workers thoroughly insulated from political pressure, 
the proportion is only 14 per cent. 

If the Missouri Social Security Commission can 
summon the courage and resolution to enforce non- 
spoils, non-political standards, it can eliminate 20,000 
or 25,000 of the present pensioners who got on the 
rolls through political pull. Thus it can find funds to 
care for the new load of those between 65 and 70. 
The commission can do this and still be giving aid to 
two-and-one-half times the proportion of persons re- 
ceiving pensions in New York. And it would still be 
giving pensions to one-and-one-half times the pro- 
portion receiving aid in St. Louis. 

But this is not likely to be.the commission’s pro- 
cedure in an election year, unless pressure is brought 
to bear upon it by the public and by Gov. Stark. There 
is reason to suspect that the commission’s sudden 
and arbitrary dismissal of John K. Rowland, secre- 
tary-administrator of social security in St. Louis, 
is traceable partly to the desire to get rid of a man 
who has been outspoken in saying that millions could 
and should be saved the State by reducing the pension 
rolls to those who are actually without private re- 
sources. 

Truly, the signs are ominous. While the commis- 
sion defends the present condition of the rolls, there 
is no lack of legislators whose high delight it is to 
mix pensions, politics and sales taxes.

What happens to so-called international law in time 
of war is shown by the British order, signed yesterday 
by King George, for seizure of all German exports, 
even in neutral ships. This is in retaliation for Ger- 
many’s use of floating mines. Thus one violation of 
the code of war begets another. 

Confiscation of contraband is permissible under 
this code. As for non-contraband, the rule laid 
down in the Declaration of Paris (1856) still sup- 
posedly holds: The neutral flag covers enemy’s 
goods, with the exception of contraband of war.” 
But again it is a case of “Necessity knows no law.” 

Seeking to justify the new policy, Mr. Chamber- 
lain said England had done the same thing in the 
World War. He did not mention, however, the al- 
most unanimous protests of neutrals and the long 
controversies that resulted, The United States, for 
example, called the practice “illegal and indefensi- 
ble.”

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A BOOK WITH A JOLT. 

The Godkin lectures at Harvard for 1939, by Rob- 

ert Moses, New York’s Park Commissioner, have 
been grouped into a book which readers will find 
stimulating and informing. By way of Yale and 
Oxford, Mr. Moses equipped himself for whatever 
part in affairs might be assigned him. Ample 
private means enhanced an independence with which 
he would, in any circumstances, have been abund- 
antly supplied. 
To the professional politician, Mr. Moses is a re- 
former, and to the professional reformer an enigma 
and despair. As a reformer, if he may so be classi- 
fied, he looks on reform movements with a coldly 
critical eye. A prospectus has no charms for him. 
If the proposal is given a trial and fails to deliver, 
it’s out. 

Take P. R., for instance, in full nomenclature 
porportional representation, to whose votaries it is 
as “the light that never was on land or sea.” To 
Robert Moses, who has seen it in operation, it is a 
flop. It is “a crazy notion,” he says, that “there 
can be more than one winner in a race and that 
every minority and faction should be heard in our 
legislative halls.” Practically, he declares, it has 
“encouraged racial, religious, professional and oth- 
er minority voting.” 

The larger, older cult of civil service will be 
jolted to learn that this order of merit, in the mat- 
ter of pensions, has become a racket; that “civil 
servants are supposed to be public servants, and yet 
they form all sorts of organizations which are 
not in the public interest”; that their numerical 
power is exerted to procure appointments for per- 
sons not qualified; that favored groups are pro- 
tected by special rules which make the removal of 
an incompetent employe extremely difficult.

The prolonged and persistent depres- 
sion which began in 1929, it is said, is not an 
ordinary slump from which we may soon 
expect to recover by normal process. 

But seven years of “clinical test,” during 
which the deficits have rolled up to 20 bil- 
lions without reducing unemployment by 
as much as one-fourth, has demonstrated 
that Government borrowing is a feeble stim- 
ulant to business. 

At the best, the assumption that only Gov- 
ernment borrowing will save us from chronic 
unemployment rests upon a pyramid of as- 
sumptions for which the evidence is ex- 
tremely unsatisfactory. And skepticism is 
inevitably aroused by the fact that never, 
not even in 1929, has the national output per 
man, woman and child reached $700 a year. 
With the output of goods so small, it would 
seem easy to invent many new products 
and many new ways of bringing existing 
products within reach of a larger part of 
the population. 

Let us note that prophecies of stagnation 
have been provoked by every major de- 
pression of the last hundred years. In 1899, 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society sought 
the opinion of the most prominent financiers 
of the country as to the outlook for interest 
rates over the next 20 years. With two ex- 
ceptions, all of the replies forecast a de- 
cline. And yet, with these two exceptions, 
the forecasters were wrong.

The decline in the growth of population 
may substantially reduce the demand for 
investment funds, but this is by no means 
certain. When families are smaller they 
will spend less on necessities and more on 
luxuries. Since tastes for luxuries change, 
there will be a perpetual demand for new 
plants to make these goods. 

Technological change, moreover, has been 
increasing the amount of capital that can be 
advantageously used per worker. It is three 
times as large as it was in 1880, in dollars 
of constant purchasing power, and it may be 
expected to grow. 

Contrary to popular impressions, slower 
population growth is likely to stimulate 
rather than diminish the demand for hous- 
ing, the largest single outlet for savings, 
because only when families are small can 
they afford to live in houses which they 
own. Indeed, the recent housing boom in 
England has been based in part upon the 
fact that families are smaller. France has 
prospered in the face of a virtually station- 
ary population. 

The greatest doubts over the capacity of 
5 to absorb the country’s savings 
spring from uncertainties over the nature 
of public policy.

portunity to use the Government for their 
own purposes, These groups are likely to 
seek protection against change or against 
new forms of competition—as when the rail- 
road unions wrote a provision into the Emer- 
gency Transportation Act of 1933 that the 
position of no employe in service at a given 
date should be made worse by any action 
of the co-ordinator of transportation, or 
when material dealers and building trades- 
men seek protection in building codes 
against new materials and methods of con- 
struction, small retailers against the com- 
petition of chains and super-markets, glass 
container manufacturers against the use of 
paper milk bottles, or the business enter- 
prises of one state against the competition 
of concerns in other states. 

Unless the public learns to test the wis- 
dom of intervention by its effect upon the 
community as well as upon the special 
group, the Government will gradually be 
converted into a powerful agency for defeat- 
ing the work of technology. 


Another powerful tendency of the times 
is the imposition of new and stiffer obliga- 
tions on industry—higher and higher mini- 
mum wages, shorter hours, more liberal pen- 
sions, vacations, unemployment compensa- 
tion, Everyone will agree that these stand- 
ards should be steadily improved. The ques- 
tion simply is, “How fast?” Here there may 
be a conflict between the employed and the 
unemployed, because the number of people 
whom industry can employ is limited by the 
terms on which they must be hired. 

The Government is strongly disposed to 
meet its pressing needs for revenue by 
heavy taxes on corporate income, for the 
simple reason that corporations do not have 
votes. For the year 1936, for example, cor- 
porations paid almost the same income tax 
as in 1929, 1 their profits were only 
half as high as in 1929.. No tax could be 
more regressive, because by discouraging 
enterprise it falls largely on the unemployed. 
Probably the greatest. single contribution 
that the Government could make toward 
full employment would be to eut the cor- 
porate income tax from 18 per cent to 10 
or 12 per cent and to make up the loss by 
higher rates on persons in the middle in- 
come brackets.

That is, ranging shots were fired;

Now if this were 
done without the permission of the 
high command, there would be trou- 
ble. 

The firing of seven shots thus 
implies that the high command of 
Finland had sent down orders in 
advance for the shooting. This is 
the impression the Russian state- 
ment seeks to convéy. 

But it argues sheer idiocy on the 
part of the Finnish leaders. They 
may want war for some obscure 
reason of their own. It is difficult 
to imagine what the reason would 
be that would lead the commanders 
of six militia divisions, poorly 
equipped, to seek a fight with a 
power that can put into the field 
more than 100 divisions, supplied 
with the most modern tanks, guns 
and airplanes. But for the sake of 
further inquiry let us suppose they 
have such a reason. 

Their actions are still insane. The 
only chance a small army has of 
defeating a big one is to hit it fast. 
If the Finns really wanted to fight 
it would be logical to hit the Rus 
sians hard before the bigger ma- 
chine could get started. But by 
such a bombardment as the Rus- 
sians describe they sacrifice their 
one advantage, give the Russians 
plenty of time to bring their im- 
mense forces to bear. 

Stalin's true believers have a lot 
to swallow. 

The next most interesting yiece 
of military news is that the great 
German troop concentration oppo- 
site The Netherlands and Belgium 
is being broken up and the men 
shifted south and east into Ger- 
many. The reports come from Al- 
lied sources, but they are probably 
true. 

The one thing almost impossible 
to hide in modern wars is. major 
troop movement. Espionage serv- 
ices work fitfully and sometimes 
fail altogether, but in one resoect

Spies are placed as 
permanent residents somewhere 
along the main lines of railroad 
traffic, instructed to watch pass- 
ing trains and report the nuaber 
and kind of cars going through.

Homicide Finding on Shoot - 
ing of Husband. 


An open verdict by a Coroner's 
jury at Belleville last night in the 
fatal shooting of Herman Roosevelt 
Swails by his wife early Saturday, 
was set aside by Coroner Leo L. 
Madden of St. Clair County, who 
then entered a homicide verdict 
naming Mrs. Swails. 

The jury, whose verdict said 
Swails “died of gunshot wounds of 
the head inflicted by a large-caliber 
gun by a party unknown,” had not 
“viewed the evidence in the proper 
light,” the Coroner commented in 
setting aside the jury's finding. 

Mrs. Swails did not testify, on ad- 
vice of counsel. A statement she 
gave police, in which she admitted 
she shot her husband in the head 
with a shotgun as he slept, after 
a quarrel Friday night, was read 
to the jury. Her lawyer objected, 
asserting that the jury had not 
been permitted to hear two earlier 
versions she gave—one that Swails 
killed himself, the other that he 
was shot as they scuffled over the 
gun. 

Coroner Madden refused to per- 
mit Mrs. Swails’ >ttorney to put 
other defense witnesses on the 
stand and closed the case after the 
lawyer advised her not to take 
the stand. 

State’s Attorney Louis P. Zer- 
weck said the State would seek 
the death penalty ‘for Mrs. Swails. 
She waived preliminary hearing on 
a murder warrant in a Justice of 
the Peace court Saturday and was 
ordered held in jail without bond, 
pending action by the grand jury 
next month.

WHAT SHOULD be done for an unerupted tooth? 

Wisdom teeth are usually those. which do not erupt. They are 
often found to be lying in the jaw crooked or sidewise. When thus 
wrongly directed, they impinge on their neighbors and inflammation 
ensues. When this occurs the gum at first becomes inflamed and the 
chewing muscles take part in the reaction and the jaw is partly locked. 

The infection may extend down the neck or local abcesses may 
form. When this occurs, of course, the unerupted tooth must be re- 
moved after inflammation has subsided in order to prevent recurrence. 

Sometimes an unerupted tooth, even when not inflamed, causes 
peculiar neuralgic-like pains. In many cases, however, an unerupted 
tooth is silent and is only discovered by a routine examination with the 
Xray. The best rule is to let sleeping, unerupted teeth lie.

OLD-FASHIONED PLUM PUD- 
DING—Often called English or 
suet pudding; chockfull of fruits 


and spices; needs time to ripen. 
This is a favorite old Pennsylvania 
Dutch recipe: 

Soak two cups of bread crumbs 
10 minutes in two cups of hot milk 
Mix in one cup dark brown sugar, 
one cup granulated sugar, two tea- 
spoons cinnamon, one teaspoon 
each of cloves, nutmeg and mace, 
one and a half teaspoons salt, four 
egg yolks, two cups chopped beef 
suet, one and a half cups each of 
dates, figs, currants and raisins, 
one-half cup each of chopped cit- 
ron and candied fruit peels.

He will not 
want anybody else to touch those 
dishes. The same goes for the 
cooking utensils. 

These are so handsome these 
days; stoves are so attractive;

Once they 
begin to cook, the pots and pans 
they use take on new meaning 
and they become valued posses- 
sions, jealously guarded.
